NaabvlIIe, Tenn.. March 8. — Argu 
ment In the Cooper trial began to 
day, Three speeches will be made oa 
ea<'h side and while there will be no 
time limit it U hoped tbat tke Jury 
will gat tka caaa Wedaeaday aigbt. 

Tka eoart rooai waa crowded long 
befora coart opaaed and bundrejg 
were Inraed away aad waited out- 
alde. Argument begaa ahortly before 
9 oYIotk anJ It Is expected to end 
Wednesday. After the apeaktng 11 
ended Judge Hart will adjaara aourt 
tor the day. wkea be wlH #rapai» kU 
charge. 

Capt. T. O. PItghugh, of Memphis, 
opened the argument for the ttats. 
lie bitterly aaaailed Oovernor Patter, 
on. many .thrust* being of a persona! 
ll a I lire, and li Is hinted that trouble 
may be expected as a result of Pitz- 
hugh's addreaa. M, H. Meeks wlil 
open for the defense later today. 

"A man who play* for faada be- 
longing to widows and orphans and 
committed to his rare in public oIDcp, 
a man whose sole ocrnpatlon for 
jrears has been playinK pollllrH for ai' 
he could get out of it. whose honor 
haa been attacked in the presi fot 
yeara." are some epithets applied to 
Colonel Cooper by General Pltshugh. 

dan. Pltahugh denied Cooper's 
atateaMBt on the stand that Cermack 
frefiuently iiaed his name In poNUcal 
Kpeerhee. "A search of ihe eiieeobas." 
FMihunh said, "shows only three ref. 
erences ever made by Carmack to 
Cooper. Why didn't defense aak Pat- 
teraon and Sharp ybout the«e refer- 
enees. th<>y attended evi ry debate and 
were on the stand. Thi- men from 
whom Coo|ier savH hi' not such Inform 
at Ion, and a search or the press falls 
to show a single reference by Ckr- 
MiHi k that wovid give a semblance of 
JustifleatloB for the crime wMch rob- 
bed Tenaaaaee at be- krtgMeat aUi taa 
man.'"
